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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the cochlea and winch 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 20, 21 , 23, 24, 26, 28, 29, 30, 31 , 38, and 39 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harmstorf #4,362,436. Harmstorf discloses a 
process for installing pipes in water comprising excavation of a trench, cleaning and 
maintenance of the trench, and underground insertion of the pipes. Harmstorf uses a 
vehicle 2 having tracks 24 and a control module 1 16 situated on a floating craft 
connected via an umbilical 34. The vehicle comprising equipment effective to carry out 
the process as broadly recited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 22, 25, and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Harmstorf in view of Coutarel et al #5,659,983. Harmstorf discloses 
the claimed invention except for the backfilling . Coutarel et al teaches that it is known 
to provide a tracked vehicle in order to backfill a trench underwater as set forth at 
column 14, lines 6-32. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
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at the time the invention was made to provide a vehicle for backfilling a trench, as 
taught by Coutarel et al in order to facilitate covering of a pipeline laid in a trench.
